I see where a 2^2 billion dollar 
aid to schools bill has been in­ 
troduced in Conj^ress to m ake 
S30 a year available for each 
student in the nation. This is 
deemed necessary by its spon­ 
sors because the local school 
districts and the states 
are 
unable to raise 
th e 
needed 
money. 
The big question in my mind 
is where does the federal gov­ 
ernm ent intend to get the m on­ 
ey sin^e its money comes from 
the same source th a t the states 
and school districts does— the 
public. Since the federal gov­ 
ernm ent doesn’t have any sur­ 
plus money and 
will either 
have to raise taxes or operate 
fu rth e r in the 
red it would 
seem that it is in no better 
shape to 
givle 
th e teachers 
m ore money than anyone else. 
T he main arg u m en t against 
federal aid to education is that 
it will bring on federal control 
and create waste, which 
in 
th e light 
of 
everything else 
th e government has become in­ 
volved in, which is no doubt 
true. But just to sit back and 
holler that you don’t w an t fed­ 
eral aid is not enough, the on­ 
ly way to keep the governm ent 
out of our school system s is to 
solve our own problem s before 
they become interested. 
To my way of thinking the 
reason the governm ent has its 
fingers in so m any things to­ 
day is that the public has fail­ 
ed to solve the problem s lo­ 
cally that they should have. 
W e say we don’t have the m on­ 
ey to do this or th a t and let 
it stop there. T hen w hen the 
government steps in and takes 
over we very indigently say it 
could have been cheaper here 
a t home. 


The following story is pre­ 
pared by the Tax In stitu te and 
points out how the governm ent 
gets this money th a t it spends 
like it was tu rn in g out in a 
machine. 
Henry Suburban reaches out 
at 7 o’clock of a w in try m orn­ 
ing to turn off the alarm clock 
(price $5; tax, 50c.) He push­ 
es down the electric blanket 
(price $28; tax, 84c), 
climbs 
sleepily out of bed. H e walks 
across the bedroom floor of his 
house (price: S12.000; annual 
property tax, $209) and switch­ 
es on the electricity, lighting 
a bulb (price: 33c; tax 2c). 
To music from a bedroom 
radio (price: $30; tax, $1.80), 
H enry shaves w ith his electric 
razor (see above). As a radio 
newscaster reports th at H en­ 
ry ’s state is preparing to in­ 
crease income taxes and im­ 
pose a general sales 
tax on 
everything anyone buys, H en­ 
ry slaps a handful of bay rum 
(price: $1.30: tax, 1.3c) across 
his jowls. 
He dresses quickly, hurried­ 
ly fastening cuff links (price: 
$5: 
tax, .50c) 
and tie 
clasp 
(price: $3; tax, 30c) puts on 
his Swiss w rist w atch (price: 
$00; tax, $0), and rushes down 
stairs. Tucked under one arm 
is a leather briefcase 
(price: 
$25: tax, $2.50) which carries 
papers from his real estate of­ 
fice, including one deed (prop­ 
erty valued 
at $3000: stam p 
tax, $3,.30). 
In the kitchen h<^’s just in 
time to snatch tw o slices of 
bread (at least 151 hidden tax ­ 
es) from the electric toaster 
(price: $10: tax, 48c). lift his 
coffee from 
th e 
gas 
stove 
(price: $190: tax, $5.70) 
and 
grab a glass of fruit juice from 
the refrigerator 
(price: $300: 
tax, $9). 
A glance out of the window 
shows ifs begun to snow, so 
he calls to his wife (m arriage 
license: $2) to telephone (mon­ 
thly telephone bill: 
$12: tax 
$1.20) for a taxi. Too m any 
other people w ant taxis on a 
snowy morning, so H enry gets 
out his own c a r (price:$2,500: 
total taxes $5181 
and drives 
(oporator’s license: $3) to the 
railroad station. 
Henry relaxes at the station 
with 
a 
cigarette 
(price per 
pack; 13c. ta x 15c). lit by a 
match (tax 2c per 1,000). A- 
board the train, 
he settles 
down to a h an d of bridge with 
three cronies, using of course, 
a deck of cards (price: 40c; tax 
13c). 
In the city on his w'ay to the 
! office, H enry stops to buy a 
roll of cam era fDm (price: 40c;

A question often asked by 
deer hunters on their first hunt 
is “Should I get out and move 
around or should I find a good 
stand and wait the deer out? 
Old timers know the answer. 
It depends on tho situation and 
conditions. 
Uusually it’s best 
to get on a promising stand 
and remain there. 
By a good stand I mean one 
in range of a well-beaten trail 
>r near a scrape or rut. The 
hunter must he able to see well 
enough to spot an approaching 
animal. At the same time he 
should be concealed so that the 
animal will not spot him first. 
Camp operators, land owners, 
and biologists working manage­ 
ment areas, report that the one 
big reason why hunters miss 
then chances for bagging deer 
is that they move around too 
much. Hunters just don’t stay 
out. 
A well seasoned whitetail- 
deerhunter will admit that he 
must have lots of patience. The 
hunter who erin stay glued to a 
spot just off a heavily traveled 
lee” trail or a fresh scrape 
usually will get his deer. 
If you stop and think about 
it this makes sense. 
First if you know whltetails, 
you know that they beat out 
♦rails from one area to another. 
When moving about, they usual­ 
ly follow one of these trails. 
At nHM. they. bed 
down 
where they can keep warm. In 
the early morning hours they 
arise and move about, feeding 
here and there. 
The 
trails 
zig-zpggirfg 
•brough a range are their high­ 
ways. 
their 
farm-to-market 
r-onds Nearly always, if a hunt­ 
er finds one of these turnpikes 
ho should pick out a spot— 
cither in a tree or behind cover 
where tho wind will blow his 
scent away from tho trail. Then 
sit quietly and motionless. 
Deer are quick to notice any­ 
thing unnatural, especially 
if 
it moves. So, if you must move, 
move slowly. 
I have missed lots of deer 
simply because I moved just as 
a nice huck stepped into sight. 
Deer have a reputation for ap­ 
pearing out of nowhere. This 
means that few noises are made 
by traveling whitetails. 
I have talked with a number 
of hunters who were so sur­ 
ceased by the sudden appear­ 
ance of a beautiful l uck that 
they froze in their tracks. They 
couldn’t even lift the rifle 
to 
fire until it was too late. 
It might ease the conscience 
of these hunters to know that 
very few big game hunters can 
remain completely relaxed when 
lo cling their sights on a tro­ 
pin- animal. But they don’t get 
so jittery that they miss an 
easy shot.

are dashing about carelessly, 
ft’s not unusual for one to come 
crashing out of tho thorn patch­ 
es right on top of you. 
In this case, it would be hard 
to find him through a scope. 
With iron sights and a light 
rifle you could jerk swiftly into 
position and send some lead 
after the fleeing animal. 
In some areas of the state 
where there are open mea­ 
dows and brakes, ifs better to 
have some kind of scope. 
According to most reports, 
quite a number of shotguns are 
being used this year for white­ 
tails. 
Personally I don’t think much 
of scatter guns when it comes 
to hunting deer. In the first 
place lots of deer are wounded 
each year because hunters try 
to drop them with shotguns at 
very long ranges. Many deer 
taken this year will have buck 
shot in them from last year or 
from some year before that. 
I.cts of these deer will be crip- 
p'es. 
The primary reason I don’t 
use 
a shotgun is because in 
most cases so much good meat 
is ruined. One load of buck­ 
shot can peper a deer full of 
holes can pepper a deer full of 
•vastcd moat. 
I’ve taken pictures of hunt­ 
ers who refused to have their 
shotguns included in the pic­ 
ture, because they 
were 
a- 
shamed of using one. 
No matter what gun you are 
shooting, the important thing 
is to stay put once you find a 
stand. Patience is most 
im- 
oortant in hunting the white- 
tail If you can maintain your 
oatience, you'll 
probably get 
your doer.
